The one message brought to the young people 
was that Christian youth cannot afford to sit back, 
satisfied with its own virtue, but must take an active 
role in spreading Christian principles.

They hide their Communism, but 
because of the seeming intense interest they take 
in their fellow workers, they become popular and 
are usually elected to offices in the union. 


Our people should follow similar tactics, but be 
very sincere in their desire to be of help to others, 
to bring them closer to God while praying to Him 
for the gift of faith.

onized in Rome this weekend, by 
His Holiness, Pope Pius XII. 

The story of their lives is one of 
trials, temptations and joys as 
varied as those in the lives of any 
five persons of our time. Represent- 
ing a variety of temperament and 
talent, guided by Divine grace, the 
five new Saints offer an inspiration 
to people of all walks of life. 


THE CANONIZATION June 12 
of a woman, three men and a boy, 
all of whom died during the 19th 
century, brings to 33 the number of 
saints canonized during the reign 
of Pope Pius XII. 


The new saints are Dominic 
Savio, Italian follower of St. John 
Bosco who died at 15; Maria

No Catholic Attitude On 
Army-McCarthy Dispute 


Washington —(NC)— There is 
no “Catholic attitude” on such mat- 
ters as the so-called Army-Mc-. 
Carthy hearings, Archbishop Rich-' 
ard J. Cushing of Boston told 


Coming from an audience Presi- 
dent Eisenhower had granted to 
leaders of the National Council of 
Catholic Nurses, of which he is 
episcopal director, Archbishop 
Cushing was asked by reporters at 
the White House to comment up-| 
on the Senate speech by Senator’ 
Ralph Flanders of Vermont, who 
asserted that Senator Joseph R. 
McCarthy of Wisconsin was divid- 
ing his country and his party and 
had driven a “blundering axe deep 
in the heart of his own Church.” 


ARCHBISHOP CUSHING said 
he couldn't perceive any division 
in the country, and added that 
Senator McCarthy is “certainly 
not dividing the Church.” 


He said there is no “Catholic' 


‘this debate much healthier,” 


attitude” on a subject of that kind 
and “Catholics can go the way 
they will.” 

As for the country as a whole, 
he thinks it will emerge from “all 
the 
Archbishop continued. Americans, 
as a people, like to argue, he said. 
The televised hearings offer “a 
good diversion and the people are 
enjoying it. They are being edu- 
cated.” 


ASKED BY A reporter what he 
thought about Senator McCarthy, 
the Archbishop replied that in his 
personal opinion “the whole thing 
depends on how you look at com- 
munism.” 

“If you look upon it (com- 
munism) as one of the greatest 
evils that has attempted to under- 
mine western civilization,” he add- 
ed, “naturally you do everything 
you can to save our way of life 
from the inroads of this evil.”

N what he called a “penetrating 
analysis” of a survey taken on 


church attendance and morals in) 


the United States, the President of 
Union Theological Seminary sums 
it all up in these few words: “Re- 
ligion is gaining ground. Morality 
is losing ground.” 


He refers to this situation as a 


most surprising thing, because | 
Americans have been told not only | 


by churchmen, but by statesmen 
over the years that morality is 
based on religion. George Washing- 
ton, in his Farewell Address, teok 
note of that. 

What, then, can be the explana- 
tion? Is it that people accept mem-

N adorable book has been published called “We Had a 
Fire.” It is the story of the disaster which wiped out 
St. Olaf’s Catholic Church in Minneapolis, written by Father 
Leonard Cowley, the pastor, who, with true Christian spirit 
gives the reader the benefit too of all the funny things that 
happened during those fateful days. The book is appealing 
too because of the excellent 
pictures and the striking 
color cartoons drawn by Bob 
Smith. 

St. Olaf’s Church had been 
an old landmark to the people 
of the area. Since it stood in 
downtown Minneapolis it was 
the church for out of town 
people; it was also associated 
with the large Newman Club 
of the University of Minne- 
sota. Though the families 
actually belonging to the 
church were few, the average 
attendance for Sunday Mass- 
es was 9,000.

The saddest thing of all, though, 
is to sit back and think that just 
because school is closed there are 
many boys and girls, in all parts 
of our country, who will not bother 
going to Holy Communion every 
week. I don't know why it hap- 
pens. Yet, it does. The boys and 
girls pay a lot of attention to Jesus 
while they are in school, but as 
soon as school stops some of them 
simply forget about Him. Some 
children receive Him in Holy Com- 
munion only once a month, or may- 
be not at all during the whole sum- 
mer! 


What Corpus Christi Is 


Just think how Jesus must feel. 
All during the year the. boys and 
girls pretend to love Him. When 
they receive Holy Communion they 
tell Him how much they need Him. 
They promise that they will re- 
ceive Him the next Sunday. Then, 
all of a sudden, they just go off 
and leave Him! 


Maybe it is a good thing that 
during this week we celebrate the 
Feast of Corpus Christi. This, you 
know, is the feast of the Body of 
Christ. It is the feast of Our Lord 
in the Blessed Sacrament. It is a 
time when the Church tries, with 
all its might, to remind us of what 
the Blessed Sacrament means. 

There is a procession, to remind 
us that Jesus is our King and that 
He is really here with us under 
the form of the round, white Host. 
There are hymns that tell us about 
the time when Jesus died for us, 
and about the time when He gave 
us Himself in the Mass. The church 
is decorated with flowers, to re- 
mind us of how happy we ought to 
be when we realize how good Jesus 
has been to us. 

Most of all, though, this feast 
tells us that we need Jesus in Holy 
Communion. We need to be close 
to Him, so that we can keep on 
loving Him more and more. We 
need His help to keep us away 
from sin. We need Him to keep our 
soul strong and healthy. 

On Thursday, then, the Feast of 
Corpus Christi, I hope that all of 
you will tell Jesus all over again 
that you really do love Him. Tell 
Him that you know how much you 
need Him. And promise Him, hon- 
estly, that you will receive Him in 
Holy Communion every Sunday, 
all summer long. Maybe other boys 
and girls will forget Him, but you 
can promise Him you will never 
forget.

New York —(NC)— Moviemen 
have got to put some action behind 
their resolutions against indecent 
advertising or face the wrath of 
a disgusted public, a film trade 
journal warned here. 

“An ugly and perhaps crucial 
high-point of indecency” in movie 
advertising threatens to crush the 
good name of the movie industry 
and to blot out public respect for 
film makers, the Motion Picture 
Daily said in a front page article. 


WRITTEN BY Martin Quigley, 
publisher of the newspaper, the 
article said that current movie ads 
“with purple suggestiveness in 
text and illustration” constitute a 
“first-rate chamber of horrors.” 
Newspaper columns, he said, are 
“muddied with suggestive and vul- 
gar theatrical advertising.” 

Mr. Quigley, who was co-author 
of the production code which 
guides movie morality, advised the 
moviemen to adopt “regular and 
thorough-going policing” to get de- 
cent standards back into film ads. 

“It is sheer futility to adopt (ad- 
vertising) codes and pass resolu- 
tions and then assume that by 
these gestures responsibility has 
been discharged,” he said.

He warned the film makers that 
the movie industry “is not a fly-by- 
night carnival business in which, 
come the morning dawn, the out- 
fit is on its way to a new crop of 
suckers in the next town. Carnival 
business ethics should have no part 
in today’s movie industry.” 

Mr. Quigley said that the movies 
must depend on the good will of 
the public. Advertisements that 
are scandalous in text and illus- 
tration will be interpreted by an 
intelligent public as “a profession 
of incompetence, and a disregard 
of the public interest,” he stated. 

He said deterioration of decency 
standards in film ads has been 
gradual and that no one source is 
accountable. “One advertiser after 
another has sought to top, perhaps 
by only a little, what the fellow 
just ahead of him has done,” Mr. 
Quigley said. 

He called upon men in the posi- 
tion of “final authority” to awaken 
to the fact that, to the public, “ad- 
vertising is an all-revealing dis- 
closure of the character of the in- 
dustry and the judgment taste and 
purposes of the people who run it.”
